in early January 1952 a large number of soldiers in Suncehiang (121-15, 
31-01), Chiahsing (120-h5, 30-6), Tiaits'ang (121-07, 31-28), Suchou 
(120-37, 31-19) and Nuhsi (120-18, 31-35) were stricken by schistosomiasis. 
All public hospitals in the Shanghai area closed their outpatient depart- 
ments in order to devote their entire efforts to treating soldiers with 
schistosomiasis. The Sanitation Department of the East China Military and 
Administrative Committee ordered a large quantity of preventive drugs for 
this disease from the Hsin I (1% 2¥ } Drug Cormany,1 and mobilized all 
medical cersonnel in the Shanghai, Nanking and Hargchow area to prevent 
the spread of this disease. 
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
